‘Tn your isswe of pee sath ander 
the caption “High School Exam,s” 
appears’ an article which suggests 
‘that the schools throughout the prov- 
ince, including Wainwright High 
Sehool, had an exceptionally latge 
number of failures this year, 
Departmental Examinatios. The infer- 
ence was drawn, that many pupils 
were ‘so discouraged that they did 
not intend to continue ‘their school 
work, 

The article was evidently written 


in the kindliest spirit towards those 


students who. had failed, but ds in 
error in stating that their nutiber was 
overwhelmingly Jarge. In the whole 
province 6765 candidates .wrote on 
ggrades VIII to XII inclusive, and 
3020 passed, being a percentage of 
severnty-four. 

Wainwright High School sent up 35 
candidates and of these 27 passed in 
full, being a percentage of seventy- 
Seven. Let us remember that the ex- 
ceptionally. severe..winter. interfered 
greatly with the atendancce of those 
living at a distance. Also on account 
of ‘small pox puarantine the school 
was closed for a fortnight at a very 
crucial time “of the- spring review. 
Even aftér re-opening so many pup- 
ils. were suffering from vaccination 
taat the work was greatly hampered.

With these facts in mind, it would 
not’ have been surprising - ‘had the 
failures been numerous. As a matter 
of fact, the local school did decid- 
edly better than the provincial aver- 
age, which surely deaves no’room for 
discouragement, rather ‘much reverse. 

It is true that in one class, grade 
XI1l some of the papers were mote 
difficult than usual, but the young 
man most affected Ly that hardship 
is very far from being so dishearten- 
ed as to give up in despair. As it is, 
he has only now to write on four 
papers to obtain full standing. 

Tthis is not intended as a bit. of 
puff for the Wajnwright Scchools, 
though we might have some gratifi- 
cation on the score of results. The 
number of passes is not, as every 
teacher knows, the best criterion of 
school efficiency. But J would be 
very sorry. if through lack of know- 
ledge of the facts, any of the schohars 
should tose Heart.

WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


The sole head of a iamliy, or any male 
over 18 years, who was at the cuom- 
mencement of the present war, and has 


»}since continued to be, a British subject | ™e- 


or a subject of an allied or neutral coun- 
try, may homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion Land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
lappear in person at “Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for District. En- 
try by proxy may be made on certain 
conditions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each of 
three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Reside six months in each of three 
years afier earning homestead patent and 


cultivate 50 acres extra. May obtain pre- 
emption patent as soon as homestead 
patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if he cannot secure a pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer- 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 60 acres and erect a house 
worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time of 
employment as farm labourers in Canada 
during 1917, as residence futies under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are advertised 
or posted for entry, returned soldiers who 
have served overseas and have been hon- 
ourably discharged, receive one day privr- 
ity In applying for entry at local Agent's 
Office (but not Sub-Agency). Discharge 
papers must be presented to Agent.

of March. “Our riflés and equipment 
were taken from us. We consisted 
of one officer and’15 men, 10 of 
whom were wounded. We were lined 
up on thei original front line trench 
and left vlithout a guard for some 
time. Then a German officer and two 
men appeated on the edge of the 
trench. One man carried a container 
on ‘his back and the other was armed 
with a rifle and a short bayonet. The 
officer carried a revolver, The officer 
‘an ~“ordéy and “the” man with 
the container turned, a stream 
liquid fire strajght down the trench 
in which we were standing he could 
plainly see we were unarmed, but he 
continued to play on us for six or 
seven minutes.”. 
The witness-added that he and a f2w 
companions who were able_to move 
scrambled down a communication 
trench and got over the top to the 
British lines. Another private says 
that after he and some other prisoners 
ment about six 'xfeet deep nine feet 
had ‘been captured and disarmed they 
were marched down to an emplace- 
wide and from fiine to twelve feet 
long. The sides were perpedicular ex- 
cept one which sloped. The prisoners 
were tightly packed in this enclosure 
Two Germans appeared at the en- 
trance of the emplacement. 
“One had a rifle or equipment,” con- 
tinued the private. “He catried a re- 
volver and appeared to be an officer, 
The other also had no equipment but 
had strapped on his back a cylinder 
with a flexible pipe over thé shoulder 
and the end of which he carried in 
hand. Just. he teached the 
entrance to the enclosure, a flame 
spurted out in a stream from the pipe 
and caught the men who were-nearest 
to the entrance. The other. men lay 
lay in heaps around and partly on 
I heard a hissing sound -for a 
short time, then {t-stoped and star- 
ted again. During this time the men 
were shrieking and writhing about. 
The flames reached back to where I 
was. My overcoat and tunic caught 
fire. By this time.all the men were 
on the ground.” . 

This soldier managed to crawl up 
the slope and get away. Another 
private shows how an officer wounded 
in the head and foot along with four 
wounded and three unwounded men 
including the narrator, were in an old 
trench, when two Germans éame up 
with liquid fire. One stood with a re- 
volver in his hand and ordered the 
party to get back to the German 
lines. The narrator’s hands and right 
ear.were ‘burned.

MEANADA FOOD BOARD SAYS 


“The first half year of the Canada 
Food Board’s activities came to an 
end-on August rth. It is fitting and 
timely to not= something of what has: 
been accomplished id that period. The 
board has inaugurated many meas- 


of food, and economical distribution. 
It has also cooperated with the Ag-. 
ricultural departments, federal and 
provincial in encouraging greater 
production. ? 

‘The ‘effectof these measures may 
be noted iby the increased exports to 
Great Britain and ther alljes. In 
the case of ‘beef, these exports have 
increased over the average exports 
for. 1910-1914 {by .75,000,000 pounds: 
per annum or-6,795 per cent; in the 
case of pork .including bacon and 
lard) the net exports have increased 
by 125,000,000 pounds per annum or 
571 per cent. It is estimated that 
Canada has exported at least 25 to 
30 per cent more wheat during the 
last twelve months than could have 
been exported had it not been for 
conservation and organization of this 
country’s food resources. 

Among the measures which have 
been effective in accomplishing these 
results are the following: 

Flour has been standardized and the 
milling extraction of wheat has been 
increased twice, Canada is now us- 
ing 76 per cent of the wheat-berry in 
its gtandard flour. 

Bakery products have ‘been  stan- 
dardized and the amount of certain 
ingredients has been limited to pre- 
vent extravagant use, while the man- 
ufacture of other products involving 
an excessive use of sugar and fats has 
been prohibited. 

A great saving of wheat has been 
effected’by tha licénsing and regulat- 
ing of the trade in package cereals, 
manufacturers being required to sub- 
stitute a-considerable portion of other 
ceregls than wheat in their prepara- 
tions. ;
